18 MADE DEFENDANT IN TWO 
SUITS—NOTHING TO SAY 
ABOUT MR, MOORE,

Pickford day in court. The movie 
star jumped from one tribunal to

Before Justice Tierney in the Coun- 
ty Court she appeared in answer to 
the cause of Mrs. Cora Wilkenning, 
once her manager, who claims that 
Mary owes her $103,750 for work 
done in 1916 in helping her to get 
another job. 

In the middle of the: case, which 
seemed to bore Mary, she was 
obliged to hurry away to Juste 
Mullan’s court, where she was sued 
‘by Samuel M. Field, a lawyer, who 
says she owes him $5000 for serv- 
ices in 1915 and 1917. . 

A reporter handed her a telegram 
from a Los Angeles paper asking an. 
expression from her concerning the 
announcement of her husband, Owen 
Moore, “that he will take action 
against Douglas Fdirbanks.” She 
passed the telegram to her mother, 
who, in turn, gave it to their lawyer, 
Dennis F. O'Brien. At a gleam from 
Miss Pickford announced 
that she did not know her husband 
had made any such statement. Fur- 
thermore she “did not care a whoop 
how many telegrams came from Los 
Angeles.”” She had nothing to say 
about that matter. 

Her attorney rescued her from 
the persistence of the inquirers who 
had gathered around, and made the 
following speech, with vigor:

Government bonds of the first and 
second Liberty Loans have been ab- 
sorbed largely by the public, and 
comparatively few remain in the 
hands of banks. This was shown to- 
day by a report of Comptroller of 
the Currency Williams, that on 
March 4, the date of the last bank 
call, National banks held §$433.,- 
738,000 of Liberty Bonds, or about 
7 per cent. of the total amount is- 
sued &p to that time. In addition, 
$299,684,000 had been loaned on 
Liberty Bonds. 

These figures do not take into ac- 
count the bond holdings of the 20,- 
000 State banks and trust companies. 

Referring to the past Liberty 
Loans, the Comptroller said: 

“It is a tribute to the solidarity 
and a powerful evidence of the suc- 
cess of our banking system, that 
these gigantic transactions have been 
carried through without creating the 
slightest flurry or derangement in 
the money market.”

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF

Angeles and. Long Beach 
harbors will be connected at once. All 
danger that this legislation would 
fail of passage was overcome today 
and at a late hour this evening the 
house passed the Rivers and MHar- 
bors Bill with all, the Los Angeles 
items as proposed.

The measure’s terms also broadly 
apply to acts which “endanger or 
interfere with the good discipline, 
order, movements, health, safety or 
successful operation” of the Ameri- 
can military forces. 

The bill recites that “owing to 

the changes in the conditions of 
modern warfare, whereby the enemy 
now attempts to attack and injure 
the successful prosecution of the war 
by means of civilians and other 
|agents and supporters behind the 
lines, spreading false statements and 
propaganda, injuring and destroy- 
ing the things and utilities prepared” 
for the military forces, the United 
Stetes is constituted a part of the 
sone of operations conducted by the 
enemy.

Independent Producers Act, 
Following Decision. 


Ask Common Use of Facilities 
for Oil Transit. 


Case to be Heard in Spite of 
Requa’s Protest. 


With the pipe-line companies of 
the State as defendants and the in- 
dependent producers as plaintiffs, a 
battle royal, involving the question 
of the enforcemeny of the law passed 
by the Legislature in 1913, designat- 
ing the State's oil pipe lines as com- 


the State Railroad Commission in 
San Francisco tomorrow morning. 
The constitutionality of the law was 
upheld by the State Supreme Court 
in 1917. Under the law all but one 
line was designated as common car- 
riers. The exception ts a line used 
by a concern to serve its own conm- 


| panies, 


The r portion of the 100,- 
000,000 barrels of oll produced an- 
nually in California comes from 
Kern and neighboring counties, it is 
pointed out by the defendants, but 
the market price of this oil is reg- 
vlated by the price in Los Angeles 
and San Francisoo, where the bulk 
of it is sold, thus the producer re- 
celves the city price minus the cost 
of transportation. The freight on a 
barrel of oil from these fields here 
is 45 cents per barrel, whereas jt 
costs about 15 cents via the pipe 
lines. This gives oi] delivered here, 
it is pointed out, a 30-cgnt better 
margin when brought through the 
pipe line than by freight, and, the in- 
dependent producers charge, places 
the pipe lines end the larger ofl com- 
panies in a position to dominate the 
market. 

CAN UNDERSELL THEM. 
‘The railroads do not reach all 
points in the fields, while the pipe 
lines reach practically the entire 
proven regions, it is stated further. 
It is further contended by the in- 
dependent producers that the com- 
panies owning the pipe lines can of- 
fer a figure lower than it should be 
for the oll in the field, and if the 
producer says it is worth more in 
Los Angeles or San Francisco, the 
answer is: “Alright, ship it there 
and sell it,” which, in view of the 
20-cent advantage via pipe lines, 
cannot profitably be done by rail. 
This situation, it is contended, 
places the small producer af the 
mercy of the pipe line companies, 
as they dictate prices at the wells. 

Though the act of the Legislature, 
which was upheld by the Supreme 
Court, should have solved the situa- 
tion, the independent producers 
charge that they are still unable to 
transport their ofl through the pipe 
lines, as the companies controlling 
them arbitrarily place one obstacle 
after another in the way, thus ren- 
dering the pipe-line service prac- 
tically useless to anyone but them- 

selves. 

The hearing is the result of a suit 
brought by J. W. Jamieson, one of 


the State, against the Producers’ 
Transportation Company, and oth- 
ers, Alfred L. Black being the at- 
torney for the plaintiff. The hear- 
ing was first set for December 27, 
1917, but counsel for the defense had 
the date postponed on the grounds 
that the matter was of such vital 
‘importance and so far reaching that 
it would revolutionize the ofl indus- 
try of California if the independent 
producers won. Therefore, they

AMERICAN FOLK MUSIO Is SUB- 
JECT OF PROGRAMME, 


By Jeanne Redman. 

Miss Bessie Chapin gave a con- 
cert at Trinity Tower yesterday 
morning, assisted by the 
Trio, Miss Nell Lockwood, contralto, 
and the Normal School Glee Club. 
American folk music was the pro- 
gramme, and it was agreeably pre- 
sented, with ample dramatic signifi- 
cance in the Way of make-up and 


costume. The Glee Club was dressed 
as negroes 
and bandanas, and the use of a uku- 
lele in place of a banjo was duly 


apologized for and: explained. The 


club sang negro spirituals and other 
famous negtfo songs, and they did it 
very well, indeed. 
ll Lockwood, wearing Indian 
costume, and acting the ceremonials 
of the Indian during certain of his 
activities, sang several Indian folk 
songs with intense vitality and ext 
pression 
Miss Chapin, violiniste, played 
the largo movement from Dvorak's 
“World Symphony,” several planta- 
tion songs,and Maud Powell's tran- 
scription of “Deep River." The 
popular virtuosa was well received 
and gave evidence of a sincege feel- 
ing, and an unusually strong tone. 
She spoke briefly upon American 
folk songs, and very entertainingly, 
but her point of view is one which 
it is impossible for me to sharé. She 
feels that American folk music 
comes from the Ifdian and the ne- 
gro, while I am convinced, along 
with ghe Europeans, of whom she 
spoke somewhat deprecatingly, that 
we have nothing whatever, music- 
ally, in common with either the In- 
dian or the negro. Miss Chaplin re- 
grets the Butepent idea that rag- 
time is the only original musical 
idea to come out of America, but 
our affinity with the negro is nil.

far with the n o is the “World 
Symphony,” written by a Bohemian, 
who had as close a feeling for it as 
any American. Dvorak, by the way, 
makes use of ragtime in the same 
work, In another movement.

RITISH BRAVERY. 

True courage has been likened to a 
kite which a contrary wind only raises 
higher; and it is with a fortitude born of 
courage that the American people receive 
the reports of the great battle waging in 
Northern France and Belgium. The German 
General Staff hag stripped the country and 
frontier@® bare of troops to throw them into 
one giant offensive with which they hope to 
crush the British army and force France to 
accept a humiliating peace before the full 
weight of America’s fighting force can be 
thrown into the balance. All previous war 
offensives fade before the monstrous, stink- 
ing thing that is now thrashing madly about 
in Flanders. - 

No death-dealing device is too horrible for 
use by the Huns. Their advances are ac- 
companied by a volume of foul gas which 
emits its reeking stench as the German di- 
visions pass; the shock troops are equipped 
with spiked clubs which are used to. dis- 
patch the wounded lying in their path. In 
the presence of such vandals, civilized war- 
fare no longer exists. One recalls vividly 
the words of Heinrich Heine: “The Ger 
mans are by nature stupid; science renders 
them wicked.” 

Immediately opposed to “this colossal 
force of organized anarchy are the Anglo 
Saxon armies under the immediate com 
mand of Gen. Haig. At the present time he 
is subject to the general orders of Gen. 
Foch, who has been created commander-in- 
chief of the Allied forces on the western 
front. The Anglo-Saxon troops are out- 
numbered at least two to one; they are 
fighting on a foreign soil; but they are put- 
ting up a defense that will live in song and 
story as long as civilization survives. For 
twenty-seven days they have been fighting 
incessantly against superior odds. Many of 
the divisions have lost more than half their 
numbers: they are short of ammunition and 
the long range artillery of the invader often 
makes it impossible for food supplies to 
reach them from the rear. They fight on 
empty bellies during the day and take their 
chances on provisions reaching them at 
night. Some of the units still occupy posi. 
tions over which the enemy has passed; 
they fought to the last man and their dead 
bodies lie where they fell. But through she 
whole of the maelstrom of fire and carnage. 
British morale bas not weakened. The sur 
vivors are fighting even more dcggedly than 
when the great drive started. French rein- 
forcements have been promised them but 
have not arrived. Hours lengthen into days 
without relief, most of their officers are 
dead, yet they still fight on. If the promised 
relief does not arrive, if it is to be indeed 
a Thermopylae, they prefer the fate of the 
300 who fell to that of the two who es 
caped. 

Before. such heroic resistance the last 
hopes of the Hun for world domination is 
being shattered. The Saxon line stands like 
a rock that Is submerged at times by the 
crest of a giant wave but whose base is 
never shaken. Anglo-Saxon blood is paying 
without flinching the full price of the ran- 
som of a civilization from despotism. Eng 
lishmen are dying by the tens of thousands 
to protect the sofl of France. Silenced for. 
ever ere the poltroons who scoffed that 
“England will fight until the last drop of 
French blood is shed.” The fields of Flan 


' Keep the Front Line Burning. — 
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ders and Picardy are carpeted with the 


bodies of.dead heroes. who died.as Britons 
know how to die. If it is to be an ultimate - 
“German victory, these will never know; for 
when they fell the line still held. | 

As we view with agony from afar the 
heroic defense of which we are not pér- 
mitted to be a part, the ever-recurring ques 
tion rises to our lips, “Will the French 
counter-offensive never be launched?” 
There is a limit to all endurance and that 
of the gallant British troops must be fast 

pproaching. Over half the German divi- 
sions that began the offensive have been 
put out of commission; for the British have 
exacted a formidable price for the positions 
which they have abandoned. An assault on 
the Hun lines by fresh French troops would 
be almost certain to lead to a rout even 
greater than that of Napoleon's forces at 
Waterloo. The Hun is taking desperate 
chances; if his line of communications is 
once pierced, the disaster which would fol- 
low would be marked by the crash of the 
Houses of Hohenzollern and Hapsburg. 

But one must not imagine for a moment 
that the fate of democracy is being decided 
in the battle now in progress in Flanders. 
A an disaster would lead quickly to a 
peace vf victory for the Allies. But if Calais 
were to fall and the Allied troops were to 
withdraw from Northern France, it would 
only mean a prolongation of the war. The 
ultimate triumph of democracy is written on 
the stars, higher than the range of the far- 
reaching German guns or of the fumes of 
their noxious gases. 

Do not forget that the immediate result 
of the battle of Thermopylae was a decisive 
Persian victory; that Bunker Hill was a 
batt® lost by the Continentals. But the 
heroic defense of each, though it ended in 
disaster, had all the moral effect of a vic- 
tory. Great Britain has already made the 
sacrifice in Northern France necessary to 


single powerful weapon. The lesson of her 
heroic dead will not be lost upon our Lib- 
erty army: for the honor of Britain and 
American alike demands that the graves of 
those martyrs to the cause must not pass 
under the German flag. Whatever the re 
sult of the present battle, the German Gen- 
eral Staff will learn to the final discomfiture 
that the forces of democracy are just be- 
ginning to fight. 

Finally, American troops are sharing in 
the glory and the sacrifice, although their 
minor part is still hidden in the smoke. A 
number of Pershing’s regiments were trans- 
ferred ten days ago to the Flanders front 
and they are sharing the fate of their blood 
brothers from the British Isles. Poignant 
is our remorse that we started our military 
preparations a year toe late; but if it is not 
given to American troops to turn the tide of 
the present battle, it will be alike our duty 
and our glory to direct every effort on the 
home front to organizing the offensive that 
shal! reap the full reward of the sacrifices 
endured by our herofc Allfes through almost 
four bloody years.

lar skeptic regarding Gen. 
Wood's insis last year on the 
need of an immense American 
Army. 


Today nobody can doubt the wis- 
dom of his estimate of the magnt 
tiie of the task and the necessity 
of hastening preparations. It would 
be a stupendous mistake if this 
country should continue to shnt its 
eyes to what is ahead, and should 
underestimate its job. 

In view of what is happening in 
France, even the layman can under- 
stand that a mighty effort will be 
required on the part of America. It 
would be folly to take any chances. 
Germany can be beaten—but she 
can be beaten only by whole-heart- 
edly throwing all our resources into 
the struggle:—[{Kansas City Times.

BLANKVILLE WENT 
TO WAR. |

| ; Blankville really hadn’t gone to 
ar until one morning a few weeks 
ago when Farmer William Hughes, 
from the Rocky Hill neighborhood, 
came to town and went to see the 
president of the First Nationa] Bank.. 
That started it. , 


Now, as a matter of fact, Blank- 
ville thought #* was at war all the 
time. There haan’t been a moment 
since the war started when the peo- 
ple of Blankville didn’t consider their 
town a peculiarly patriotic place. 
They were proud—and justly so—of. 
their record for volunteers and Lib- 
erty Bond and Red Cross subscrip- 
tions and Thrift Stamp sales. Until 
Farmer William Hughes read the 
riot act to the president of the First 
National, Blankville was perfectly 
complacent in the assumption that ft 
was Hoing everything it could do te 
help win the war. 

In fact, just as William Hughes 
Walked into the bank the president 
was saying as much to a visitor who 
had been brought to see him by the 
secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. “Blankville,” the president 
declared, “is a 100-per-cent. patriotic 
town, Simon-pure In the 
’ war to a fare-you-well finish!” Then 
he told the stranger what Blankville 
had done, and the secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce confirmed the 
accuracy of the recital. “And the 
farmers are doing their part nobly 
in this county,” he continued. “They 
have increased their acreage. Isn't 
that correct, Mr. Hughes?” 

“Oh, yes, that’s true enough,” re 
plied the farmer. “But if you're go- 
ing to stop with that statement I 
think you'd better quit bragging 
about what the town has done! You 
might as well wake “up right now! 
You haven’t half :started! What 
have you done? Put up your money 
for gilt-edged securities that pay you 
interest and are tax-free. Cut down 
your rations — best thing for your 
health you ever did, because you 
were eating too much and getting 
fat. I take off my hat.to the boys 
who went away from this town to 
fight, but I'm not handing the town 
any. bouquets otherwigse—that is, un- 
less you go to war for a fact! 

_ “The farm-labor situation is much 
more serious than you realize. Yeas, 
I’ve increased my acreage. And 
had a hard time doing ‘t under the 
circumstances. Yes, just as you say. 
most of the farmers in the county 
have planted, or will -plant, more 
food and feedstuffs. And all of them 
had trouble doing it. Now, where 
are we going to get the han@s to 
cultivate and harvest these crops? 
We can’t win the war unless we in- 
crease food production. The s#ov- 
ernment, through the United States 
Department of Agriculture, has told 
us that straight from the shovwlder. 
And we can’t increase food praduc- 
tion unless we have farm hélp. Now 
you are patriotic as can be here fh 
town, and I’m as proud of it as any- 
body, but you're taking too wnach for 
granted. You're assuming that some- 
} body else, some other section, will 
furnish ué Weir wey 
won't! They can't! Everyone else, 
all over the country, is up against 
just the same tough proposition that 
we are here. We've got to paddle 
our own canoe. We've got to fur- 
nish our own farm labor!” . 

“Where’ll we get it!” asked the 
‘Danker and the commercial secre- 
tary and the stranger, all at once. 

“Right out of this bank!” said 
_Farmer Hughes. Charley 
Smith perched on a high stool hat- 
ancing your books. He grew up on 
a farm five miles from me. There’s 
a boy next to him who was raised 
on a farm in the northern part of 
the county. That young fellow at 
the window is old Tom Brown’: son. 
born and reared on one of the 4st 
farms in this State. 

“Look here!” he said vehemently, 
“you were one of the proudest men 
in this town when your ow2 boy 
marched off to the war. If you could 
let him go with a smile on your face, 
ean’t you close up this bank of yours 
if necessary in order that your em- 
ployees of farm experience can culti- 
vate and harvest the crops in this 
‘county? What do you think most of, 
Don't veu 
know your boy's fightine a !os'n¢ 
battle unless we produce food? 
Don’t you know we can’t produce 
food without labor? And can’t you 
see there's no farm labor we can get 
except the people right in town who 
have worked on farms or who are 
the right kind of material to learn? 
' “The county agent is making a 
survey of the county, finding out 
from each and every farmer just how 
many hands he will need and when 
he will need them. I went to see the 
sheriff thie morning and he said the 
time has passed when loafers will be 
tolerated in this county. He told me 
the officers were going to see that 
every able-bodied man goes to work 
or goes to jail. Now the next thing 
ta for you town business men to ar- 
range things so your émployees who 
have worked on farms can come out 
to the farms of this county as they 
are needed. Some of the stores may 
have to close for ‘%. few days each 
week or perhaps for a week at a 
time during the rush. If they all 
close everyone has an even break. 
No one gains any business and no 
one loses any. Now that’s the only 
way we can get labor to produce 
fcod crops and help win the war. 
What about it?” 

That very night there was a meet- 
ing in the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms. The banker had telephoned 
or sent messages to every business 
man in town, urging—almost com- 
manding—their attendance upon a. 
plea that nothing had ever been of 
more importance in Blankville than 
the subject to come up that night. 

“T learned today,” he said. in. call- 
ing the meeting to order, “that this 
town is falling down on the job. We 
haven't done one of the most impor- 
tent war works that we must do.” 
And then he told them what Farmer 
William Hughes had sald. Before 
that meetingMjourned every busi- 
ness man in town had pledged him- 
self to give his employees leaves of 
absence to do farm work, and to 
close his establishment whenever 
necessary to that end.

EL, CENTRO, April 16.—Whether 
Imperial Valley shall accept the of- 
fer of the Interior Department for 
thousands of feet of water diverted 
from the Laguna dam will be de- 
cided at a mass meeting to be held 
next week. 

Attorney Phil Swing, one of the 
district's representatives at the con- 
ferences with Secretary Lane and 
his irrigation chiefs at Washington, 
returned with a copy of the con- 
tract, which was immediately pub- 
lished. It provides that the Imperial 
district build its own diversion gate, 
desilting works and connecting ca- 
nal, and pay its proportion of the 
cost of the dam, Yuma to get one- 
fourth of the available water. It 
also provides that the district is to 
buy power thus developed from the 
government. 

The water from Laguna dam is to 
be carried to the present main canal 
near Hanlon Heading. The district 
is to participate in the survey now 
being made for a canal built entire- 
ly in California. Plans for the all- 
American canal are to be pushed 
while the diversion into the present 
system is being made, but there is 
no provision for this canal in the 
present contract.

Supreme Court Sustains Decisions 
of the Lower Body in 
Three Cases.

Flectric Company from a judgment 
of $2000 awarded to Arnold Gumpel 
for personal injuries in an accident 
in San Diego, the Supreme Court 
yesterday affirmed the judgment.

6132 more returns were made than 
the number estimated by the reve- 
nue authorities at Washington. This 
showing has been the occasion of a 
congratulatory telegram sent by In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Dan- 
ie! M. Roper to Collector Carter. 
The field force of Collector Carter 
has been reorganized under authori- 
ty ‘just received from Washington, 
so that hereafter the territory com- 
prising the local district will be di- 
vided into what will be 
“zones.” ‘There will be eighteen 
zones in the Los Angeles district, 
each of which will be in charge of a 
deputy. There will be a deputy as- 
signed to each county seat. In the 
city of Los Angeles there will be 
eight zones and in San Diego two. 
Zone deputies are to be placed un- 
der the immediate supervision of a 
chief field officer, and the duties of 
the deputies will be to make a com- 
plete canvass of the zones in which 
they are assigned, for the purpose 
of seeing whether all taxes due the 
yovernment have been paid. As soon 
as the list of all persqns who have 
filled income tax returns has been 
compiled, the work of checking up 
the deljnquents will be undertaken. 
This arrangement will be satis- 
factory to the taxpayers, as they can 
take up matters with the zone depu- 
ty which heretofore have had to be 
taken up with the collector’s main 
office. Income Tax Inspector Charles 
Cc. White has been selected as chief 
field officer. The following ° zone 
deputies have so far been selected:
